(57) The invention relates to a system including a 
first database management system for manag- 
ing a database (40) including data having a first 
data format and a second database manage- 
ment system for managing a database (50) in- 
cluding data having a second data format The 
invention is a method for converting data trans- 
mitted between the first and second database 
management systems, the method including the 
steps of sending from the first to the second 
database management system a command con- 
taining data in a data format native to the first 
database management system ; and at the sec- 
ond database management system, converting 
the data in the command into a data format 
native to the second database management 
CO system. 
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
